WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 10 —Generals and diplomats get th# 
headlines, but many other Government officials are working on Korea- 
born problems which are newsworthy and vital: 
SCIENCE ON THE QUICK STEP: Things that happened in Korea, 
and things that didn't happen, are under intensive survey by the De­ 
fense D epartm ent’s hush-hush Research and Development Board. 
The military scientists, for instance, are studying the early battles 


j when our anti-tank projectiles were skidding off the Russian-built 
tanks. On the drawing boards today are a number of ‘shaped charges 
which were never thought of until last July. 
During that same dismal 
month in Korea our Air Force was too often grounded—or forced to 
bomb with unknown results—because of the monsoon weather. 
But 
the 100-day Korean War has thrown new light on bad weather flying 
problems. 
High on the priority lists are plans to improve trans-polar 
navigation and top o’ the world combat. 
But the things that didn’t happen in Korea are giving the military 
scientists even more concern. 
For instance, there was virtually no 
resistance by Red fighter planes and none at all by Red submarines. 
This means that our new jet-fighters and our anti-sub weapons came 
out of the K orean war without a battle test. 
Officials at the Research 
and Development Board admit that this was a real disappointm ent 
from their viewpoint. 
They say that it may also work to the disadvan­ 
tage of the Air Force and Navy. 
These two services may have picked 
up sloppy operational habits which might prove costly in World War III. 
WORLD POLICE FORCE: Congress and the United Nations may 
be several years in providing an international arm y—but the Defense 
D epartm ent is in more of a hurry. 
Certain experim ents were made in 
Korea toward drafting cadres of South Koreans directly into Ameri­ 
can units. 
Racial and language differences were overridden in on-the- 
spot training 
These w'ere small scale experim ents, but they have sug­ 
gested a way to obtain foreign fighting men without giving up any 
national sovereignty and without entering into new entangling alliances. 
The advantages of such a scheme are fairly obvious. 
We can 
assemble larger forces to meet the hordes of Asiatic soldiery. We can 
offer fighting jobs to thousands of non-Communists who escape from 
behind the Iron Curtain. 
We can spare the lives of many American 
boys. 
The big disadvantage is, of course, that nobody but ourselves is 
likely to share the expense of equipping and arm ing these men. 
Still, 
th ere’s nothing new about that situation 
PADDLE FOOT PILOTS: How many Air Force officers actually 
fly operational airplanes and how many just fly their office desks? 
Red necks were the order of the day when Carl Vinson, chairman of 
the House Armed Services Committee, put this question to a roomful 
of Air Force brass. 
It turned out that something like 12,000 wing- 
wearing officers do little or no flying outside of the four-hour mini­ 
mum which entitles them to draw flying pay. 
Many of the ground- 
grippers are in or around the Pentagon, and some of them are generals 
of the two-three-four star variety. 
In World War II the Air Force was several echelons deep in high- 
ranking officers who served no operational function. 
Vinson is out 
to see that this doesn’t happen again. The steady rise of prices means 
that airplanes cogt more every day. 
Vinson hopes to prevent the in­ 
flation from spreading from soft money to sof1 manpower. 
HARD-LUCK STORIES: Vinson, a sort of Duteh uncle from 
Georgia, is also curious about the $700 million a year which is spent on 
reservists from all three services. 
It turns out that thousands are 
being paid, and few are being ealled. 
The Army, Navy and Air Force 
are being very kind-hearted about deferring the “hardship cases” of 
reservists with good jobs and families. None of the three services seems 
to know how many of their reservists are physically fit to go to war. 
Vinson is demanding that all these figures be brought up to date 
In 
the meantime, he’s apt to be very unsympathetic about Pentagon hard- 
luck stories of insufficient personnel for the desk job.

etors waited until the legality of 
the fee was established. 
The Pennsylvania courts denied 
the contention of the restaurateurs 
that the board was invading the 
field of the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission and Congress by 
levying against the use of sets. 
The State Supreme Court on 
March 20 upheld Dauphin County 
Court’s decision that the board 
was authorized to collect the tele­ 
vision fee under the law permit­

In 1919, when the Babe was moved from defense to of­ 
fense— from pitching to hitting— Rice points out that Ruth set a 
slugging pace in World Series competition that made him the greatest 
exponent of attack baseball has ever known.
